The temporary cap on BP’s rup- 
tured oil well will stay closed even 
if ships evacuate the Gulf of Mexi- 
co during a tropical storm, the fed- 
eral government’s spill chief said 
Thursday. 

Growing confidence in the 
mechanical plug’s security con- 
vinced scientists it was safe to 
leave it unmonitored for a few days, 
retired Coast Guard Adm. Thad 
Allen said. He was to decide Thurs- 
day evening whether dozens of ships 
in the area will leave. “While this 


is not a hurricane, it’s a storm that 
will have probably some significant 
impacts, so we’re taking appropri- 
ate cautions,” Allen said. 

Forecasters at the U.S. Nation- 
al Hurricane Center in Miami 
say the storm system already has 
caused flooding in Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic and Haiti. It 
could become Tropical Storm Bon- 


nie later Thursday and reach the 
Gulf of Mexico by Saturday. 

If work crews are evacuated, 
it could be two weeks before they 
can resume the effort to kill the 
well. That would upset BP’s time- 
table, which called for finishing 
the relief tunnel by the end of July 
and plugging the blown-out well

Chopsticks vs. Oil in China Spill

Hundreds of firefighters and civil- 
ian volunteers used bare hands, 
chopsticks and plastic garbage bags 
Thursday to wage a rudimentary, 
low-tech battle against a giant oil 
slick spreading off China’s north- 
east coast. 

The slick, near the vital oil port 
of Dalian, in Liaoning province, 
was caused by the explosion of two 
oil pipelines last Friday and has 
spread to cover an area of about 170 
square miles, according to media 
reports. Government officials said 
the accident released about 1,500 
tons of oil, or 400,000 gallons, into 
the Yellow Sea, the country’s larg- 
est reported spill. 

“I used small wood planks to 
scoop up the oil and put it into big 
plastic garbage bags,” said Liu Jia, 
a worker at the Dalian beach resort. 
“Some of my colleagues used chop- 
sticks to stick in the oil on beach. It 
works because the oil is quite sticky. 
And sometimes, we just used our 
hands to pick up the sand that is 
covered by oil.” 


Detainee Escape

Four detainees linked to al-Qaeda

Word leaked out slowly, spread by 
Web-sawy folks on Twitter: Inter- 
net porn that once was blocked by 
Chinese government censors was 
now openly available.

Yet eight weeks later, the porn 
sites are still accessible.

Dark Side of Going Green 

Why doing your part for the environment won’t make you a better person 


Washington 

Like most Whole Foods shoppers, David Bain 
thinks he is a decent citizen of Earth. His 
family buys mostly organic food. It recycles. 
He recently fortified his green credentials by 
removing a leaking oil tank in his yard. 

But here’s a head scratcher: Though 
the Bains live in Arlington within walking 
distance of Whole Foods, they often drive 
there in an SUV that gets just 19 miles per 
gallon. He has noticed that his SUV is not 
alone in the lot. 

Does that make Bain a hypocrite? He 
paused before responding: “I could see how 
people would come to that conclusion, but 
I don’t have the illusion that people’s deci- 
sion-making is always logical.” 

We drink Diet Coke — with Quarter Pound- 
ers and fries at McDonald’s. We go to the gym 
— and ride the elevator to the second floor. We 
install tankless water heaters — then take lon- 
ger showers. We drive SUVs to attend A1 Gore’s 
speeches on global warming. 

These behavioral riddles beg explana- 
tion, and social psychologists are offering 
one in new studies. The academic name for 
such quizzical behavior is moral licensing. 
It seems that we have a good/bad balance 
sheet in our heads that we’re probably not 
even aware of For many people, doing good 
makes it easier — and often more likely — 
to do bad. It works in reverse, too: Do bad, 
then do good. 

The implications of moral licensing are 
vast, stretching beyond consumer decisions 
and into politics and environmental policy. 
Monin published a study showing that vot- 
ers given an opportunity to endorse Barack 
Obama for president were more likely to later 
favor white people for job openings. Social 
psychologists point to government stan- 
dards for fuel efficiency as another exam- 
ple of moral licensing at work: Automakers 



Caught Red-Handed? 

University of Toronto behavioral marketing profes- 
sor Nina Mazar showed in a recent study that people who 
bought green products were more likely to cheat and steal 
than those who bought conventional products. One of 
Mazar’s experiments invited participants to shop ei- 
ther at online stores that carry mainly green prod- 
ucts or mainly conventional products. Then they 
played a game that allowed them to cheat to 
make more money. The shoppers from the green 
store were more dishonest than those at the 
conventional store, which brought them higher 
earnings in the game, (twp)

can sell a certain number of gas guzzlers as 
long as their overall fleet achieves a speci- 
fied miles-per-gallon rating. 

“There are so many contradictions in 
today’s world, especially when it comes to 
green issues,” said Keith Ware, who has 
watched with raised eyebrows as Hum- 
mers pull up to his environmentally sensi- 
tive appliance store, Eco-Green Living, near 
the nuclear-free zone of Takoma Park. 

From a theoretical perspective, the 
research has shown that “it’s like we can 
withdraw from our moral bank accounts,” 
Monin said. “It’s a lens through which you 
see the rest of your behavior. But it may not 
even be conscious.” 

This seemingly contradictory behavior is 
all around us, but it is probably most appar- 
ent in the greening of America. 

Local home-appliance and building con- 
tractors who specialize in green products see 
examples of such indulgence almost every 
day. They have begun to warn customers that 
installing green products in their homes does 
not give them license to overconsume: Don’t 
run the plasma TV all night just because you 
put solar panels on your roof; don’t take end- 
less showers because your water is heated 
off the grid; don’t do more loads of laundry 
because your machine is energy-efficient. 

“Subconsciously, I think this is just part 
of human nature,” said Jason Holstine, 
owner of Amicus Green Building Center 
in the Kensington. “It’s, like, Tf I just do 
a little. I’m off the hook and my conscious 
is clear. Give me a pat on the back, and 
thank you very much.’ Then it goes too far.”

Zoo to Breed Giant Salamanders

Despite the Nationals’ 
struggles, Riggleman 
earns players’ loyalty 


The Nationals 

Not long before the All-Star break, 
Jim Riggleman gathered his players 
in the clubhouse. 

He warned them that the July 31 
trade deadline would approach quick- 
ly. The only way to keep the team 
together — keep the front office from 
swapping veterans for prospects and 
shattering the family atmosphere 
they’ve fostered — would be to play 
better baseball, he said. 

Unspoken in that exhortation 
was that Riggleman’s job securi- 
ty is tied to their second-half per- 
formance. The manager signed 
a two-year deal in the offseason, 
but his $600,000 salary is among 
the lowest in baseball, and he can 
be bought out after the season for 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Riggleman earned the job when. 


as the interim manager the second 
half of last season, he helped rescue 
the club from a historically bad fin- 
ish. In Riggleman’s first 162 games 
as manager, the Nationals are 72-90, 
better than the Manny Acta years 
but still bad enough to reside at or 
near the bottom of any division in 
baseball.

waukee Brewers this weekend, has 
regressed after a strong start this 
season, but the manager retains the 
support of the players. 

“Jim does a great job,” Ryan Zim- 
merman told The Post earlier this 
month. “He keeps us focused on the 
little things, which is important for 


our team. With a younger team, you 
have to stress those things.” 

Indeed, Riggleman regularly 
schedules time to practice funda- 
mentals like defense and base run- 
ning that many clubs ignore after 
spring training ends. Nonetheless, 
the Nationals have committed more 
errors than any team in baseball, a 
fact that has contributed significant- 
ly to their recent slide.

Preseason football magazines lined 
the entire bottom row of a bookshelf 
at a local bookstore, more than 20 
preview publications stacked four to 
five magazines deep. All aspects of 
the football landscape were covered: 
college to pro to fantasy to handi- 
capping. Cover subjects give many 
of the magazines regional appeal, 
with Washington Redskins 
quarterback Donovan 
McNabb gracing the 
front of NFL pre- 
views and Vir- 
ginia Tech 


running back Ryan Williams and 
quarterback Tyrod Taylor featured 
on the front of college previews in 
the Washington region. 

Even with such intense 
competition — both from rival 
magazines and from online 
sources that give away the same 
information for free — and 
declining economic prospects 
for the magazine industry, these 
football previews continue to 


proliferate for a simple reason: 

“The addiction and the com- 
mitment of the audience who 
cannot get enough,” said Samir 
Husni, the director of the Mag- 
azine Innovation Center at the 
University of Mississippi School 
of Journalism. “It’s exactly like 
gambling. Once you get addict- 
ed to it, you want more and more 
and more. The same thing is hap- 
pening with those magazines.” 


Lindy Davis, the publisher of 
Lindy’s, said the financial success 
of preseason magazines could be 
attributed to their high sales price 
— usually selling for more than $5 
and, in some cases, nearing $10. 

“A lot of magazines have been 
giving their product away for years 
to get the ad dollars,” Davis said. 
“Twelve issues for 12 bucks, and 
we’re charging eight bucks for 
one. So, we’re charging top dollar, 
that’s one thing. And there’s just 
an incredible passion for sports in 
America. Good economy, bad econ- 
omy; it doesn’t affect it. And sports 
can sometimes be a refuge 
in bad times.” zach berman

Ruth Reichl 

FOOD WRITER, AUTHOR 


Legendary food writer Ruth 
Reichl’s life has been a banquet 
of sorts. Her been-there, ate-that 
resume includes serving as the last 
editor of the late, great Gourmet 
magazine; critiquing restaurants 
for the New York Times and the 
Los Angeles Times; and penning 
both cookbooks and food memoirs. 
Her latest, “For You, Mom. Final- 
ly.” ($13, Penguin), recently came 
out in paperback. 

In the book, you talk about what a 
lousy cook your mother was. Did 
that cause you to get into food? 

I don’t think it was so much that. 
But what it did was make me focus 
on flavor. I mean, if your earliest 
memories are thinking — “Is this 
food safe? Can I eat it?” — then 
you become focused on flavor in 
a way most people don’t. 


You started cooking as a child? 

Yes. If you start cooking when you 
are young, everyone tells you how 
great it is! It never occurs to you 
that you could create a bad meal. 

Wasn’t there a period where 
women didn’t like to cook? 

For my mother and her generation, 
they were barraged with the idea 
that you had to get freed from the 
kitchen and its drudgery. My moth- 
er prided herself on getting dinner 
on the table in 10 minutes, no mat- 
ter what it tasted like. 

What made cooking cool again? 

Food TV had a lot to do with it. It 
made cooking sexy and creative. 

Where is food journalism head- 
ed now? 

It’s oscillating between stupid food 


journalism and things that are get- 
ting into a lot of serious food pol- 
itics, like good blogs and maga- 
zines like Gastronomica. 

How seriously should we take 
food criticism on blogs? 

I think blogs have made food criti- 
cism better. Right now, you’ve got a 
knowledgeable public, people who

devour restaurants and reviews. 
They’re informed as consumers. 
Still, a good critic should make you 
pay attention to things you didn’t 
know before. 

Has how recipes are written 
changed? 

Increasingly, they need to hold 
people’s hands, telling them what 
“till golden” means and what sort 
of pan they should use. Many older 
recipes were, like, four sentences, 
because they assumed you knew 
everything. 

What about restaurants? How 
different are they from when you 
were reviewing them? 

The biggest change to me is that 
Americans are remaking their res- 
taurants into what they want them 
to be, not just a European idea of 
putting your hands in your lap and 
having a waiter order for you. And 
the idea of luxury has changed. It 
used to mean ingredients like cavi- 
ar and lobster; now it means some- 
thing that was grown by the chef 
or locally sourced. People are real- 
ly holding restaurants accountable 
now. It’s fascinating.

And 
because I had a sister for whom life 
seemed so easy, who was the most 
fun person I knew, and who I wanted 
to strangle on a daily basis. 

Which is why finding out that Dis- 
ney princess Selena Gomez would be 
playing Beezus not only felt wrong, 
but like a personal insult. 

Changing awkward, sensitive Be- 
ezus to a Stepford teen changes the 
dynamic of the story and robs girls 
who feel overshadowed of a chance 
to see themselves on-screen. I’m 
not saying Beezus should have been 
played by Quasimodo, but an actress 
with “character" (Hollywoodspeakfor 
“ugly") would have been more faithful 
to Beverly Cleary’s story and been a 
beacon of hope to girls who don’t have 
the right clothes and wouldn’t look 
right in them even if they did. Instead, 
every nearsighted, bowl-haired girl — 
and the women we grew into — hears 
again that we’re not good enough.

Film Review 

“Salt,” a ludicrous but somehow 
credible spy thriller starring 
Angelina Jolie, delivers a swift, 
supercharged kick in the pants. 
Jolie plays Eveljm Salt, who may or 
may not be a Russian mole in the 
CIA. When a defector blows her 
cover — or does he? — Salt is on 
the move, leading her fellow agents 
(played by Liev Schreiber and 
Chiwetel Ejiofor) on a breakneck 
chase from Washington to New 
York and finally back to the White 
House, where she blows through 
squads of Secret Service with 
perfect aim and her own brand of 
pouting, unflagging verve. 


In fact, it’s Salt’s superhuman 
physical feats — building a bazooka 
with only a table leg and cleaning 
supplies, scaling the exterior of her 
apartment building with bare hands 
(and feet), driving a car by way of a 
Taser (you’ll see) — that make “Salt” 
such a puzzlement of a movie. With 
its plot involving Russian sleeper

thriller. But all the preposterous 
demolition-derby action puts it 
squarely in the “Die Hard” camp: It’s 
popcorn pulp that collided — at 100 
mph, natch — with a far more sober 
and crafty grown-up movie. 

And that’s OK! Taken purely 
on its own terms, “Salt” succeeds 
with pounding brio and insistent, 
propulsive pacing. Director Phillip 
Noyce proves that competence and 
style still reign supreme, even in 
creating entertainment at its most 
outlandishly escapist. Jolie knows 
this, too. She attacks her role with 
unbridled commitment and even 
relish. 

Those psychological shadows 
make “Salt” sequels a tantalizing 
prospect; surely, Jolie has the 
chops to join the mostly all-male 
pantheon of action-franchise 
anchors. And, who knows? Maybe 
as Jolie slows down Salt will, too 
— and grown-ups can finally see 
the thriller that’s in there, buried 
underneath all the outrageous 
wreckage that adrenaline junkies
